In response to the Restriction Requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
November 7, 2006, applicant hereby provisionally elects claims in Group I for continued 
examination, with traverse. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the Restriction Requirement be withdrawn because 
the claims in Groups I and II are sufficiently related that there would be negligible burden on the 
Examiner from considering the claims in Group II in conjunction with the claims in Group I. 
Claims in both Groups recite timing of operation of a sense amp in a cache for a computer system. 
For example, element c) of claim 1 recites "enabling at least one sense amp," which occurs after a 
determination is completed. Claim 10 similarly relates to timing of operation of a sense amp. The 
final paragraph of that claim recites a control circuit that outputs timing signals. As recited in the 
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claim, "a second timing signal [is] connected to the enable input of the sense amp." The claim 
further recites relative timing of events, ending with the phrase "the second timing signal occurs 
after the first timing signal and before the first time."
